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Process and Machine for Reducing 
Fibres. 





The purpose of this invention is to produce ap- 
paratus or machinery by which the material to 
ie reduced into pulp preserves the strength of 
the fibre, and to accomplish this it is necessary 
to pull or tear the fibrous material asunder with- 
out chopping or cutting it. 

The invention consists, first, in the process or 
method of feeding the material into a hopper 
having the feed-spout arranged eccentrically to 
a pair of grinding-disks. This arrangement of 
the feed-spout is considered a very important 
feature, as the material is immediately carried 
outward and is torn into shreds, whereas 
a central feed the tendency is to 
bunch and revolve the material in the cen- 
tre without tearing it or passing it toward 
the periphery of the disks. These disks are 
provided with a peculiar dress, consisting of a 
series of radial flanges or ribs on the inner por- 
tion of the faces of the disks, which intersect a 
series of broken annular flanges, between which, 
again, are formed a series of zigzag, corrugated 
or serrated flanges and passages, so as to form a 
number of cutting-edges, and at the same time 
to check a too rapid radial discharge of the 
material fed in between the disks. The faces of 
the reducing flanges on the disks are horizontal, 
or nearly so, and lie ia parallel planes. 

Another feature of the invention consists in 
providing on the periphery of each disk an 
anoular flange or rib, having narrow horizontal 
or plane faces, between which flanges the mate- 
rial passes for the finishing part of the redycing

process as the material is discharged from the 


antl, 

Another feature of the invention consists in 
the process of making paper pulp from rags, 
wood, cotton-seed hulls, or similar articles with- 
out cooking them. 

In the drawing, A represents one of the reduc- 
ing disks, one of which may be stationary and 
the other revolve with the shaft, upon which it 
is secured and properly journaled in a curb or 


housing. The stationary disk is secured to 
the curb by bolts or in any other suitable 
manner, 


The face of the disks is provided with radial 
flanges or ribs b, extending from the centre or 
eye of the disk, intersecting an annular series of 
segmental ribs, a. 
face is made concave, so as to allow the mill to 
be readily fed. The ribs b tear, pull and par- 
tially reduce the material as it passes between 
their faces outwardly toward the annular re- 
ducing-rib. In the drawing four annular series 
of ribs a are shown, the faces of which are hori- 
zontal, or nearly so, and slightly inclined in- 
ward, so that the ribs a of the two reducing 
disks, when their faces are placed opposite to 
each other, will gradually approach each other 
from the inner series to the periphery. On the 
outer periphery of each disk is represented an 
annular rib, c, between which the material 
passes for the finishing part of the reducing pro- 
cess as the material is discharged from the mill. 

Between the inner annular rib and the rib at 
the periphery are arranged a series of zigzag, 


corrugated, serrated, or other shaped ribs d, 
with small passages or furrows leading from the | 
space between the ribs b to the periphery of the | 


disk. These ribs and furrows retard the ma 
terial and prevent its too rapid outward dis 


charge while it is subjected to the action of the | 


reducing ribs. 

The hopper has a feed spout, C, arranged ec- 
centrically to the central axis of the two 
disks, so that the material is readily taken 
up and carried outwardly between them, and 
the fibres are thus better separated and torn. 


The material is prevented from clogging or chok- | 


ing the feed-opening, which is the case when it 
is placed on the central axis. 

On the periphery is placed a finger or scraper, 
which assists is discharging the lint out of the 
curb and through the discharge spout. 

The disks are preferably made of steel or 
cast iron, although other suitable material may 
be used. The dress may be made of any suit- 
able configuration by which a series of cutting 
edges are produced. The disks should also be so 
arranged that one of them can be adjusted by 
screws or equivalent means, by which the fine- 


ness of the material can be regulated. The | 


disks should be turned off true. 

An automatic feed mechanism may be applied, 
if desired. The radial ribs b may extend across 
the entire central part of the disks, if desired, 
as shown in dotted lines. 

The pulp produced by this mill is said to be of 
superior quality as the material is caught be- 
tween the flat faces of the ribs, which grip, tear, 
and separate the fibres without cutting or chop-

ping them up, and thus produces a very strong 
fibrous pulp, and therefore much tougher paper 
It can be used for grinding rags, straw, grain, 
or seed of all kinds, for granulating tobacco or 
any fibrous or stringy material, and for ginning 
cotton, &c. It is not liable to get out of order, 
can be made at a moderate expense; the faces 
and edges will wear a long time without wear- 
ing out, and by placing the feed-opening on one 


side of the central axis of the disks the material | 


is much better and more easily taken up, car- 
ried toward the periphery, and reduced to pulp. 
The claims cover : 1. The process of manufac- 
turing paper, which consists in feeding the ma- 
terial through an eccentrically arranged feed- 
opening between two disks having cutting-ribs, 
by which it is carried outwardly and is torn and 
separated into fibres, and is finally reduced 
between a peripheral rib. 2. A _ mill for 
reducing rags and fibrous substances, con- 
sisting essentially of two disks having con- 
cave faces with a series of radial annular 
and irregular ribs, with flat faces to form 
the dress of the disks. 3. A mill for reducing 
fibrous substances, consisting of 
two disks having a series of flat- 
faced ribs which form cutting- 
edges, and a concave central 
part, gradually diminishing in 
depth toward the periphery. 4. 
A mill for reducing substances, 
consisting of two disks having a 
series of ribs, to form cutting- 
edges, and a central concave 
part, in combination with a 
feed-opening arranged eccen- 
trically to the central axis. 5. 
A reducing-mill for fibrous sub- 
stances, consisting of two disks 
having a central concave part 
idial ribs ry rhe face ™ 
gradually diminishing in depth 
toward the periphery and pro- 
vided with a series of cutting- 
edges and furrows near the pe- 
riphery. 6. A mill for reducing 
fibrous substances, consisting 
of the disks A A’, having a 
concave face gradually dimin- 
ishing toward the periphery and 
provided with a series of radial 
annular and segmental! flat-faced 
ribs, all arranged, as shown, to 
form cutting-edges. 7. A reduc- 
ing mill having disks A A’, 
provided with a series of radial

ducing mill having disks A A’, provided with a 
series of radial ribs, b, annular ribs, a, and ir- 
regular passages, d, one of the disks made sta- 
tionary and the other revolving, and the feed- 
orifice arranged eccentrically.

The process 
of making paper from rags or equivalent ma- 
terial by reducing it in a mill in a dry state, to 
a fibrous condition and converting the lint into 
pulp and finishing it by the usual and wet card- 
board mechanism.

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Steam Boiler Management.

In view of the prominent manner in which 

attention has of late been directed to steam 

boiler inspection, the present appears to be a 


| very appropriate time for directing attention to 


| the important subject of steam-boiler manage-

| and their proper care and management. 





ment. It is not intended, however, in the pres- 
ent instance (however much careful periodical 
examination may be valued) to enter into the 
question of boiler inspection versus boiler insur- 
ance, or compulsory versus voluntary inspec- 
tion, but to place before the public, more par- 
ticularly those who have charge of steam boil- 
ers, and the non-professional boiler owner, some 
information founded upon practical experience 
in regard to the construction of steam boilers 
For it 
is well known to those who have given the sub- 
ject any attention, that although many of the 
disastrous boiler explosions which have oc- 
curred during the past twenty years are trace- 
able either to malconstruction or the absence of 
proper safety appliances and fittings, by far the 
greater number have been due to neglect and 
mismanagement, frequently the result of a lack 
of knowledge on the part of the attendant. An 
endeavor, therefore, will be made in this and 
some succeeding articles to supply the want ; 
and in order to render the subject as simple as 
possible, it will be divided into three parts, 
namely; Ist, The construction of the boiler ; 


| 2d, Causes of explosions and their prevention ; 
| 3d, Economy of fuel, &c. In the present article 


we shall deal with constructive details only. 
Steam boilers are now made in a great variety 
of forms, but those most generally met with in 





workshops, factories, mills, &c., come under one 
of the following types, viz., the Lancashire, the 
Cornish, and the multitubular or locomotive. 
Any of the above class of steam boilers may, 
under proper care and management, be used 
with perfect safety ; at the same time to safely 
resist the enormous pressure to which it is ex- 
posed, it is necessary that a boiler shall not only 
be made of the best material and workmanship, 
but that it shall be constructed upon sound 
principles, for it must never be lost sight of that 
most boilers are, owing to their form or mode of 
construction, much weaker in some parts than 
others. For instance, in the Lancashire type of 
boiler the flat ends are much weaker than any 
other portion of the shell; it is therefore neces- 
sary that they be in some way strengthened 
either by longitudinal bolts, or by a number of 
gusset stays securely attached to the shell and 
end plates. These latter are usually preferred 
to the longitudinal belts, which, as ordinarily 
fitted, do not afford the same strength as gusset 
stays ; in addition to which the bolts are much 
in the way when the boiler is being cleaned in-

They also unnecessarily complicate 
and interfere with some of the internal and 
most important parts of the boiler fittings. 

The flue tubes should be strengthened to resist 
the crushing effect to which they are subjected, 
and the plates forming the tubes are best welded 
into shurt cylinders, so as to avoid longitudinal 
seams of rivets; these short cylinders may then 
be united together by means of either weldless 
channel hoops, flanged seams, or T-iron rings, so 
as to form the entire tube; the latter arrange- 
ment is not now so much used as either of the 
former, as it does not afford the boiler structure 
the same liberty for expansion and contraction 
without injury, nor does it leave sufficient space 
for the proper caulking of the plates. Care 
should be taken to insure these flues being per- 
fect cylinders, as any departure from the true 
cylindrical form, bowever trifling, weakens the 
boiler. 

With regard to the shell, it is very important 
that the longitudinal seams of rivets be placed 
out of line, and so divided as not to rest upon 
the seating-blocks, or be directly on the centre 
line either on the top or bottom of the shell of 
boiler. Great attention should also be paid to 
the proportions of the riveted joints and to their 
workmanship, as even under the most favorable 
arrangements these joints are very materially 
weaker than the solid plate. Further, the fewer 
openings there are cut in the shell the better; 
for this reason large steam domes are not now 
much used where high pressure steam is em- 
ployed, as they are a source of weakness. In 
the best designed modern boilers a perforated 
steam collecting pipe is preferred; it almost en- 
tirely prevents priming, and therefore supplies 
the engine with its steam in the best possible 
condition. 

When openings have, of necessity, to be cut or 
left in the shell of a boiler, such as the manhole 
on the top and the mudhole at the bottom front 
end of Lancashire boilers, they should always 
be strengthened with good substantial mouth- 
pieces,"the upper flanges of which should have 
broad-faced joints for the reception of the cov- 
ers. Short stand-pipes for the reception of the 
several fittings are also desirable; these mouth- 
pieces and stand-pipes should be riveted on the 
boiler, and not attached by means of bolted 
joints. 

With regard to the fittings, as a rule all taps 
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should be of the gland pattern with solid 
bottoms. 

The feed valve should be so constructed that it 
will act as a back-pressure valve; this is easily 
arranged by having the valve detached from its 
spindle; with such a valve there will be no 
danger of the water ever being siphoned out of 
the boiler. The feed-water should be discharged 
into the boiler by means of a perforated horizon- 
tal pipe, the farther end of which may be closed 
up, and the perforations so arranged that the 
water shall not be discharged into the steam 
space or against the boiler plates, and the 
underside of this feed-pipe should be at least 
% inches above the top of the flue tubes. 

Where a lever safety-valve is used, the weight 
should be so adjusted, either by making the lever 
the exact length to afford the maximum pressure 
when the weight is at the extreme end, or by 
having a pin passed through the lever so as to 
prevent the weight being ever shifted farther 
from the fulcrum than is sufficient to afford the 
maximum pressure. When a spring-balance 
safety valve is used it should be ferruled so as to 
prevent its ever being screwed 
down to a pressure beyond the 
approved safe working load of 
the boiler. 

A dead-weight safety-valve 
being of all others the most re- 
liable, should always be used 
when practicable, as it affords 
the greatest security, inasmuch 
as from its construction it can- 
not readily be overloaded with- 
out instant detection. A low- 
water safety-valve is also a very 
necessary furnishing to a steam 
boiler, inasmuch as when the 
water falls below the lowest 
working level, which should not 
be less than four inches above 
the top of the furnace crowns, 
the valve will open and allow 
the steam to rush out, and 
thereby warn the attendant that 
the water is too low ; should the 
warning be neglected, and the 
water continue to get lower, the 
valve will continue to open 
until it presents an outlet for 
the discharge of the steam fully 
equal to the area of the valve. 
It will thus be seen that such a 
valve not only gives warning 
when a deficiency of water 
exists, bnt it likewise relieves the boiler from 
any undue pressure that might arise from the 
sudden generation of a large quantity of steam. 
When this description of valve is used in addi 
tion to the dead-weight safety-valve, the or- 
dinary lever and spring-balance valves may be 
dispensed with altogether. It is, however, of the 
greatest importance that every steam boiler be 
provided with at least two reliable safety- 
valves, and where a number of steam boilers are 
connected and at work together, an “isolating ” 
or steam check-valve is a most useful and valu- 
able addition. 

Glass water gauges should also be used, two 
sets if possible, and they should be placed in 
such a position that when the water is only just 
visible at the bottom of the glass it should be 
about four inches above the furnace crown. 
Gauge cocks are also useful, but they are not very 
reliable, and, therefore, only of secondary im- 
portance as compared with the glass water 
gauge, and are usually dispensed with when two | 
water gauges are used. 


No steam boiler can” be said to be complete 
and fully furnished unless provided with a 
steam-pressure gauge; and to secure its being in 
a proper and reliable condition it is advisable to | 
have a suitable tap fitted into the boiler, so that | 
a standard gauge may be applied at any time 
for the purpose of testing the accuracy of the 
one permanently in use. | 

A scum trough and tap are also very useful 
for carrying off any dirty or solid matter that 
may rise to the surface by the ebullition of the 
water. ‘The trough should be carried in a hori- 
zontal direction in the inside of the boiler, and 
the upper side or lip should be a little below the 
ordinary water level. { 

The blow-out tap at the bottom of the boiler | 
will be all the better if provided with a com- | 
pound gland, so that it may be packed and ad- | 
justed even when the boiler isin use. This tap | 
should on no account be concealed or built in 
the brickwork seating, but should be open to in- 
spection; this is all the more necessary as cor- | 
rosion is very likely to occur in its vicinity, in 
addition to which, if it be firmly embedded in 
the brickwork the elbow pipe is liable to fracture 
from settling of brickwork, or the joint may be 
disturbed by the expansion and contraction of 
the boiler, the pipe not being free to move with | 
it. Care should be taken that this tap is kept in | 


good working order, clean, and free from all 
dirt and ashes. 

Steam boilers were at one time always sup- 
plied with their feed-water by means of the 
engine or donkey pump, or from an overhead 
tank; within the last few years, however, the 
injector, and more recently the inspirator, have 
been much used for this purpose with great suc- 
cess and economy. 

The mode of setting boilers is also a matter of 
considerable importance : from neglect in this 
particular many good, well-made boilers have 
required extensive and costly repairs after being 
but a short time in use; the best arrangement 
for setting double-flued Lancashire boilers is 
upon side walls composed of fire-clay blocks. 
The heated gases, after passing through the 
flues to the back end of the boiler, are made to 
return by a central flue underneath toward the 
front end, where they divide into two, the one 
half passing along on the one side and the other 
half on the other side of the boiler toward the 
back end again, where they ultimately unite in 
the main flue, and pass away to the chimney. 
The dimensions of the boiler flues should always 
be such as will admit of proper cleaning and in- 
spection. 

The next best plan is, perhaps, the mid-feather 
wall and wheel draught. This mode of setting 
is usually adopted with small single-flue boilers, 
and is found to answer very well. The heated 
gases, after leaving the boiler tube at the back 
end, return on one side of the boiler to the 
front end, and passing underneath, return again 
to the back and along the other side to the main 
flue and chimney. This mid-feather wall should 
never be broader than 4}¢ inches at the point 
where it comes in contact with the boiler plates, 
and it should have channels cut across it for a 
few inches wherever the ring seams of fivets 
occur, so as to admit of the joints being thor- 
oughly examined. These channels may be 
up again, after inspection, with fireclay. This 
plan of setting should not be adopted, however, 
unless circumstances render it absolutely neces- 
sary, because the mid-feather wall is always 
liable to harbor and conceal any dan- 
gerous corrosion that may be produced 
by leakage taking place in the shell of the 
boiler, the water from which would flow to this, 
the lowest point, and cause dampness with all 
its concurrent evils. 

The lower part of the front end plate, near 
the blow-off tap, should he kept above the firing 
floor level, as it is found that this part of the 
boiler shell is very subject to externa] corrosion, 
produced by dampness from various causes. 

In the case of the multitubular or locomotive 
type, as well as with vertical steam boilers, such 
as the “Field,” ‘“ Messenger,” ‘‘ Cross-water 
tube,” and other descriptions, more care is even 
necessary than with well-appointed and larger- 
sized horizontal bvilers, as from their smaller 
size, it is not possible to examine them so care- 
fully internally, therefore greater watchfulness 
and attention are necessary on the part of any 
attendant who has either of the above-named 
description of boilers under his charge.

The Aniline Blues. 









The finest aniline blues are the highest in price 
of all the anilines, the light methylene blue be- 
ing quoted at 100 to 120 francs the kilogram, 
or $9 to $10 per pound in Paris. They are much 
sought for, and the Moniteur de la Teinture 
brings an account of an analogous blue called 
bleu d'eethylene, symbol AB, which is reported 
to be made by Oebler, at Offenbach, in all the 
tints and shades, and with the full range of 
metallic basis—alumina, tin, zinc, antimony, 
and iron, Samples of these colors are given in 
the Moniteur as fixed upon loose cotton, cotton 
thread of various grades, and as printed on fine 
cotton cloth. They are very beautiful, and 
justify the claim that they perfectly penetrate 
the fibre of the cotton. It is claimed that these 
colors are equal to indigo in brilliancy and 
fixedness. Double combinations of insoluble 
metallic tannates are formed with the coloring 
matter, and these combinations of the astringent 
with a metallic salt may vary according to the 
shade desired. Thus we obtain: 


1. Ashade of pure blue with tannate of am- 
monia. 2. A deep blue, shading upon violet, 
with tannate of tin. 3. A rich pure blue with 
tannate of antimony. 4. A shade of pure blue 
tinged with red with the tannate of zinc. 

The tannate of iron affords darker shades. 
Varying the proportions of tannate of iron with 
the wthylene blue, the results vary from a gray- 
ish blue to an indigo copper blue, and a full blue 
black. 

By employing yellows and reds in the dyeing 
bath with the zthylene, 4°B, we produce a great 
variety of shades of green, brown, mode, &c. 
This zethylene blue resists light well, and also the 
fulling process. It is recommended especially 


for dyeing cotton en flotte, or loose cotton.— 
Textile Record,

N. J., at one o'clock yesterday afternoon to bid for 
the village of Feltville, known for years as “ The De- 
serted Village,” and over 600 acres of land. While 
awaiting the arrival of the auctioneer from New 
York, the farmers related reminiscences of Felt- 
ville, which is picturesquely situated in Union 
County, N. J., at the southeast base of the 
Orange Mountain, near Plainfield. All the coun- 
try for miles about is wild and roman- 
tic. Far above the village towers Washington 
Rock, from whence General Washington watched 
General Knyphausen and his British troops march 
from Elizabeth to give him battle in the Short Hills. 
A little to the north may be seen the old church at 
Springfield, where the Rev. Mr. Caldwell, ‘the 
fighting Pastor,’’ gathered armfuls of hymn-books 
when the loyal soldiers ran out of wadding at the 
battle of Springfield. He tore up the books and 
shouted to the soldiers: “Give ‘em Watts, boys, 
give em Watts!" Near-by is Wald House, in which 
the brave wife of the heroic clergyman was shot dead 
by a British soldier. In the wildest part of this 
romantic region David Felt, a New York stationer, 
purchased a tract of over 600 acres of land nearly 
forty years ago, and began the manufacture of paper. 
He built two large mills and a dam to retain water 
from the mountain stream for power, and also erect- 
ed twenty-four pretty cottages, a comfortable church 
and school-house, a handsome dwelling for himself, 
and also put up a union store. For fifteen years the 
village was prosperous. Children played about the 
school-house and on the “green,” religious services 


' were held in the church by clergymen of different 


denominations, the men gathered at the village store 
on evenings and settled the affairs of the State and 
nation as they sat about on barrels and counters, 
and the young folks danced to their hearts’ content 
in a pretty picnic grove along the stream. The vil- 


| lage was several miles removed from other villages, 


and there was not even a farm-house within two 
miles on any side, so that the Feltville rustics were 
happy in their retreat. Occasionally a pack-peddler 
happened to drop in on pay-day. but as a rule few 
visitors lingered in the cozy hamlet more than a 
couple of hours. 

Such was Feltville in its palmy days, but it has

"Tain’t worth a rotten apple for 
factory perpen, but the water rights is worth a for- 
tune. Plainfield must get water from that stream up 
there at Feltville in time, and Ackermau now owns 
the whole thing. It will make a rattlin’ place for city 
folks to live in summer. But the old place has been 
deserted so long that the young folks don’t go nigh it 
now for fear of ghosts "
